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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . Figures 1-4 should be designated by a legend such as -Prior Art- because only 
that which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). Corrected drawings in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled 
"Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct 
any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the 
applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office 
action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

2. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the contact hole must 
be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be 
entered.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § ICS 
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5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claims 1. 2, 9, 10, 11, 12, and 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Komai et al. (US Patent 6,479,348) in view of Chebiam (US Pregrant 
Publication 2004/0096592). Komai et al. disclose forming metal wiring containing an 
additive on a first insulation film formed in a semiconductor substrate; forming on said 
metal wiring a barrier layer for preventing diffusion of constituting elements of said metal 
wiring wherein the additive element reduces corrosion (see column 4 and figures 1 A- 
1C). With regards to claim 2, Komai et al. disclose an electroless plating step is 
performed in the step of forming said barrier layer (see column 2 lines 55-65). With 
regards to claims 9 and 10, Komai disclose the formation of a wiring groove and contact 
holes (since they are not shown in the drawing the examiner will treat the contact holes 
and wiring grooves as being the same thing). With regards to claim 1 1 , Komai disclose 
copper. With regards to claims 12 and 13, Komai disclose a cobalt tungsten phosphorus 
barrier layer. However Komai et al. fails to disclose the fornnation of a second dielectric 
layer on top of the barrier layer. Whereas Chebiam et al. disclose the formation of a 
second dielectric layer over the barrier layer. Therefore it would have been obvious to 
one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to combine the 
teachings of Komai and Chebiam because the formation of the second dielectric level 
would enable vertical integration thus increasing circuit density. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 



7. Claims 3-8 and 14 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening clainns. 

8. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: the prior art of record neither teaches nor suggests within the context of the 
entire claim the electroless plating step includes a catalyst plating step and a washing 
step (claims 3, 4, and 14), an additive in the seed layer (clainns 5, 6, 8) performing a 
heat treatment to move the additive to the grain boundaries (claim 7).
